PURE FOOD BILL 


Measure Was Debated 
Many Hours, 


Though Whole of Morning Session 
Was Spent in Its Considera- 
tion, Only Five Votes 
Were Cast Against 
the Bill.

This bill provides for the prevention 
of the adulteration, misbranding and 
imitation of foods for man or beasts, of 
beverages, candies and condiments, of 
medidines, @rugse ~“@nd liquors, or their 

manufacture and sale in the state of 
fJeorgia. It prescribes penalties for the 
violations. It provides for the inspection 
and analysis of these various articles by 
the state department of agriculture.

Commissioner Must Act. 

It makes !t necessary for the com- 
missioner of agffculture when an article 
has been reported to him by the state 
chemist as being adulterated to certify 
the fact of aduiteration to the district 
attorney of the United States in case 
the article comes under the interstate 
law, er under the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 

The national pure food law has already 
made it the duty of the United States 
district attorneys when they receive 
guch notification to prosecute the of- 
fenders in the United States courts, but 
if the aPicle adulterated comes under 
the jurisdiction of the state laws then 
the state solicitors are required to prose- 
cute all offenders under the law in the 
courts of the states. The law also g0es 
into details in regard to the manner in 
which samples of food and food stuffs 
are to be taken. 

After the passage of this act the house

BILL IS AIMED 
AT NEGRO ELKS 


Senate Held a Shert Sasi 
sion Yesterday 
Morning. 


A bill introduced in the 
yesterday »y Senator Foy is calculated 
to deal a solar plexus blow to the negra 
secret Order of Elks. 

This measure makes it a misdemeanor 


for any person not a member of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks, 
Fraterna] Order of Eagles, Knights of 
Pythias, Odd Fellows Ancient Free 
and Accepted Masons wees any in- 
Signia of said organizations. ‘The clase 
which is believed to be aimed at certain 
negro societies which nominate them- 
Selves “Elks” is that ‘no defense will 
be allowed in any prosecution, that the 
accused is a member of any organiza- 
tion other than those specified which 
had adopted an ins; gnia as itS own. 
The Eiks in many sections of the country 
have gone into the courts with in- 
junctions to prevent negro Etks from 
wearing the regulation insignia and to 
prevent them frotn using any ritual 
which may be the same as the white 
order. A few months ago in a northern 
State, the supreme court ruled against 
the existence of the negro Elks: A case 
of injunction is now pending before the 
Macon courts and action of the same 
Kind has been taken up in Savannah. 
Barber Regulations Desired. 
The Frogtown Republican Club of 
Savannah gradually getting in its 
work. Senator Foy has been flooded with 
bills from this mysterious organization 
and unknown quantity. However, a 
splendidiy frained bit regulating the 
privileges of barbers and placing them 
under certain réqufrements befOre they 
shali have the right to follow their 
avocations was forwarded to the senator, 
and he introduced it yesterday.

The governor shal] appoint a master 
barber, who shall be an expert in the 
matter of passing on cases. It ig pro- 
vided, further, that should any barber 
at any time be convicted of a felony, 
he shall be prevented from following the 
trade. Habitual drunkenness for five 
montas continuously shall be a cause for 
revocation of a certificate.

The Meteor crossed the finish line first 
at 4:49 p. m., but as she had to allow 
the Clara 33 minutes 36 seconds, the 
latter crossing at 5:07 p. m., won. The 
Cetonia gave up the contest. 

In the race for 79 foters, the White 
Heather crossed the finish line first, but 
lost the race to Nyria, having to allow 
her 3 minutes 55 seconds. The Nyria 
won by 55 seconds. Kariad came in 
third and Navahoe fourth.
